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Interest Children In Civies

HED for encouraging school children to think of civie affairs 
N is becoming increasingly apparent. It is an easily established 

fact that the schools alone are unequal to this great task. 


A statistical survey of education conducted by the Federal 
Bureau of ‘Education shows that the average child spends less than 
six years of his life-time in school. Fortunately the nation is saved 
from intellectual inertia through the influence of the press—the 
greatest single factor in post-schooP education of adolescents and 
adults. 

It is a sad commentary upon statesmen and politicians of the 
present day to realize that these agencies which mold minds and 
manners of a people are severely handicapped by discriminatory 
second-class postal rates, which restrict their growth. The publie 
schools are over-crowded in every locality, yet, an official study of 
the holding power of the schools shows that only a small percentage 
of the children reach fitting educational levels. Government figures 
on the survival percentage show that only 86 per cent of the begin- 
ning pupils reach the fifth grade; 73 per cent, the sixth grade; 
almost 64 per cent the seventh grade; and about 58 per cent the 
eighth grade; nearly 82 per cent the first year of high school; 25 
per cent the second; almost 17 per cent the third, and over 14 per 
“cent the fourth year of high school on schedule time. 

A relatively small percentage of Negro children attends school. 
At the age of 11, when the largest percentage attends, only 72.7 
per cent are enrolled in school. After the children pass the age of 
14 the rate of decrease in the percentage attending school becames 
very pronounced. This is the age when most compulsory attendance 
laws cease to operate effectively, and the result is clearly in evidence 
in this figure. Only 22.6 per cent of the children 18 years of age 
are to be found in school. Among our foreign-born white population 
the school mortality is very rapid after the age of 13, indicating 
that fewer such children enroll in the upper grades and high school. 
At the age of 18 only 6.8 per cent of the foreign-born white children 
are to be found in school. Despite these astonishing figures, the 
over-crowded condition of schools today show the need of limiting 
the number of students. The press of the country is making every 
effort to enlarge and liberalize the understanding of the citizens. 
It is a necessary adjunct to the school system and is often the only 


The press has always been recognized as the teacher of the 
entire public. Without it the spirit of nationalism would be quickly 
extinguished for the intelligence conveyed by the newspapers and 
magazines has much to do with, the formation of national character. 
Study of school and college mortality shows that the newspapers 
and magazines must take up the task of educating the people where 
the schools leave off. Their great effect is in the interchange of 
ideas. A nationally known educator has very aptly, said: ‘‘The 
cities will read anyway; there are many educatioral ‘opportunitiss 
in the cities anyway; but the small towns and the‘ rural districts 
depend to a large extent on newspapers and magazines.’’ 

The nation of tomorrow depends upon the children of today. 
Beyond the education given in the public schools must come acquire- 
ment of the knowledge of how to do things—that is the basis of 
material prosperity; and the knowledge of how to think—whieh is 
the basis of culture. A small percentage of our population obtains 
this additional knowledge in universities; another small percentage 
absorbs it from personal experience, but the great majority of us 
get it by reading educational newspapers and periodicals. These 
publications are widening the seope of their service and the average 
newspaper of today conducts.a school room in its special columns of 
questions and answers. The influence of the press cannot be 
measured in terms of dollars and cents. ‘It is an integral part of 
our national life which still languishes under war-time postal taxa- 
tion—five years after the war is euded.—Riverside Enterprise.

The hoy of today realizes that he has a serious task to get ready 
for manhood. Boy Seouts, the Y. M. C. A, and other organizations 
are doing substantial work in publie enterprises. Boys may feel on 
some oceasions that it is hard work being a boy. Yet ten times 
more is being done to give them healthful recreation than was done 
for their fathers.

IN FIELDING GROUND 


BALLS ACT QUICKLY 


Player Should Come Up on His 
Toes and Be Ready to Start 
on Every Pitched Bail. 


(By CARL LUNDGREN, Baseball Coach 
University of Illinois.) 

I believe players should observe six 
fundamentals in fielding ground balls; 
that is, they should start fast, get 
square in front of all balls that they 
can; keep their body low; watch the 
ball go into their hands; use their feet 
properly and make every effort to 
catch the ball on a long bound or on 
a pickup. 

On every pitched ball fielders should 
come up off their heels and. onto 
their toes ready to start as fast as 
they can run in a direction that will 
put them in front of the ball. Usual 
ly a player should be able to tell on 
which side of him the ball will be 
hit before the batter hits, by watching 
the swing of the bat and the position 


of the pitched ball relative to the bat- | 


ter, Oftentimes, if you will watch in- 
fielders, you will observe that many 
will leap forward and to one side or 
the other and often take a full step 
even though the ball is not hit. This 
means a fast start in fielding the ball 


if it is hit and the ability to cover 
much mere territory. It also means 
that they may slow up when they | 
come to the point where they can 
take the ball on a long bound or a 
pickup if it is hit down the infield 
with ordinary speed and not to the 


limits of their fielding area, In other 


words, they can play the ball and not | 


allow the ball to play them. You 
should get sqnare in front of all balls, 
if possible, in order to reach as far 
as possible to either side 
bounds hadly to one side on the last 
bound before eatehing it and also to 
use your body and feet to keep the ball 


in front of you in ease it eannot be | 
Many as- | 


played with your hounds. 
sists are made over balls that drop in 


front of you that have been stopped | 


by body and feet. One of the funda- 
mentals of all baseball is to keep the 
ball in front of you. 
at the limits of your fielding area 
that you can play only with your 
hands because you cannot. get your 
body in front of them, also slow- 
hit balls that vou must go in as fast 
as you can and take in any way that 
they come to you in order to get the 
putout, also long bounding that you 
can play on the side ir, order to be in 
a better position to throw, but on or- 
dinary ground balls it should be easy 
to understand that, if you play them 
on the side and they bound a little 
farther to that side than you expect- 
ed, you will be unable to knock them 
down and play them. They will go to 
the outfield, possibly between them, 
and if it is an outfielder playing the 
ball, it seems an extra base hit. 
Keep your body low. No player was 
kept too long on grounc balls but 
many have been unable to keep low 
ough. Many balls have been too 
pw for a player to reach when he 
-ould have had his hody lower and 
tached them with ease. It is much 
&isler to raise up for a, ball thun to 
stop lower. A player should prac- 
tic¢ until it becomes second nature 
to him. Start fast to get in front of 
the ball and when you have it played 
britig the heels of both feet together 
or very close together: the feet should 
point out at an angle of 45 degrees; 
head low; body nearly herizontal and 
knees bending outward; hands point- 
ing downward and fairly close to 
your feet; allow hands to be carried 
back by the ball. Do not fight the 
ball by reaching out for it. When 
you have mastered this position, you 
will find that you will take it on all 
hard-hit and bad-bounding balls on 
which you will be able to make plays 
that would often get away from you 
otherwise. Your momentum forward 


will throw you Into a throwing posl- | 


tion. 

Probably the most essential thing 
in flelding a ball is to wateh it until 
you have it, so watch ft go into your 
hands, Because it has been bounding 
straight most of the way to you Is 
no reason to expect {it won't bound 
crookedly on the last bound nor can 
you expect to move your hands and 
eatch It if you do not see it when It 
bounds crookedly.

The 


Gulf of California, one of the 
great guifs of the world, is next-door 
to the United States, yet litthe known. 
A recent resolution of the Arizona 
house of representatives seeking to 
have the United States acquire a strip 
of territory between Arizona and the 
Gulf, whatever its fate, at least cen- 
ters attention on the potential impor- 
tance of this great body of water. 

If the Gulf of California were 
stretched out inland over our country 
from New York harbor, it would swal- 
low up a stretch of country from 30 
to 150 miles wide back as far as De- 
troit and its busy factories. It was 
shown on the early maps of North 
America as the Sea of Cortez, since 
this bold corsair explored it first. Its 
depth varies from 600 to 6,000 feet, its 
coast line on both sides is irregular, and 
in it are many islands, Angel de la Guar- 
da and Tiburon being the largest. The 
latter island points its rocky crest 7,000 
feet above the level of the sea, and 
is inhabited by a fierce and war-like 
tribe of Indians, the Seris, who, it is 
elaimed, have cannibalistic instincts. 

It can be easily understood that It is 
solely because of the outlet that there 
has been a move toward acquiring the 
strip of northern Mexico south of Ari- 
zona, for it is one of the most deso- 
late regions of North America. The 
map shows that while the southern 
boundary of the state extends due 
west for a space from the southwest- 
ern corner of New Mexico, it then 
strikes northwestward at a very slight 
angle. The resolution sought an ar- 
rangement with Mexico by which this 
bend in the southern boundary of the 
state would be eliminated so that the 
line would continue as it started, in 
a due east and west direction, The 
triangular area that would be added 
to the state would be about 240 miles 
long by about 50 miles wide at the 
point of greatest breadth. 

Arizona Would Be Coast State. 


The important consideration is that 
this long narrow triangle is all that 
separates 4.rizona from the sea. Add 
it to Arizona, and overnight the state 
would desert the 27 inland common- 
wealths and join the 21 that border on 
salt water. With its hundreds of thou- 
sands of tons of minerals to ship, the 
state is now bottled up by a narrow 
region undeveloped and little likely to 
he developed by its present owner, It 
is felt that even the desolate, prac- 
tically trailless desert, and the lack of 
natural harbors on the Gulf would not 
deter Yankee enterprise and Yankee 
engineering ability from laying down 
a trail of steel and constructing quays 
or pliers at which ocean steamers 
would soon be loading, furnishing the 
cheap transportation that bulky prod- 
ucts demand, 

The areas of most states are well 
known, even the parts sparsely popu- 
lated. It is hard for dwellers in many 
other portions of the United States to 
realize, therefore, that not only is this 
triangle of Mexico a terra incognita, 
but that the portion of Arizona which 
adjoins it is almost equally so. Most 
of the region south of the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad may be thought of as a 
desert on which small broken rocky 
ranges of mountains have been super- 
imposed. In the valleys between the 
craggy mountains are numerous 
patches of fertile soll, but little rain 
falis and there are practically no run- 
ning streams—only dry stream-beds 
which now and then carry water for 
a few hours until it is lost in the sand, 
and a very few water holes, 

Both north and south of the border, 
this region is given over almost wholly 
to a handful ef Papago Indians with 
ecommunistic customs who range as 
freely as did their remote ancestors, 
needing to give, in their desolate home- 
land, little or no thought to border 
lines or to the governmental machinery 
of states and nations, The region— 
both American and Mexican—is known 
roughly as “Papagueria,” and is sel- 
dom traversed by white men. 

Through it the international boun- 
dary extends, the ultimate in arbitrary 
lines. Swerving nelther to the right 
nor to the left it extends. a straight, 
geometrical line, running up sheer 
cliffs and over craggy peaks, hurdling 
great valleys and tiny arroyos, cross- 
ing deserts, lava flows, and sand dunes, 
until it strikes the Colorado river some 
fifteen miles below Yuma. And it Is 
imaginary as well as arbitrary, Lit- 
tle monuments from three to five miles 
apart mark its progress, but these are 
often obscured; and the Indians and

the occasional white or Mexican trav- 
elers, may, and do cross and recross 
it frequently without knowing its lo- 
cation, and with no guards or officials 
to question them, 

Not a Pleasant Region. 

The Mexican triangle of Papagueria 
which it is proposed to add to Ari- 
zona, is even a more inhospitable coun- 
try than the border region, In addition 
to the features of the latter, it em- 
braces a district 30 by 40 miles cov- 
ered by extinct voleanie craters and 
an ancient lava flow, and hundreds of 
square miles of great towering sand 
dunes that create a landscape like that 
of parts of the Sahara. On the high- 
est lava peaks of Pinacate, say the old 
’apago legends, their “Elder Brother” 
landed from his cask after the deluge 
and after floating around the world 
four times. While his solicitude for 
animals was not so extensive as that 
of the Hebraic Noah, he at least man- 
aged to save a coyote and a beetle. 
The Papagos formerly were “sand peo- 
ple” living in the sand dune region 
near the lava fields, with headquar- 
ters at the few small water holes, 
This region is now practically deserted, 
the Papagos living by dry-farming and 
stock-raising farther east and north, 

On the southern edge of the Bay 
of St. George is the Salina de St. 
George, a salt deposit, usually measur- 
ing about 825 feet in diameter, but 
sometimes entirely covered by the sea, 
which is a favorite with the Papagos. 
When they need salt, the customary 
method is to ride to the foothills of 
Chujubabi, perform a certain ceremo- 
nial rite peculiar to the gathering of 
salt, and then walk the 50 miles to the 
Salina in about a day and a half, 
There is no water to be had between 
the two places, The Pinaate Salt de 
posit, about fifty miles farther north 
on the Gulf shore, however, has al- 
ways furnished the major portion of 
the salt supply of the Papago Indians. 
The amount of this heavy commodity 
that the Indians can carry !s astound- 
ing. Not only are Papago families in 
Arizona supplied from this distant 
source, but in the past the entire salt 
supply of sizable American towns has 
been purchased from the Indians, 

The proposed boundary line would 
strike the Gulf of California just north 
of the Bay of St. George, which has 
been considered by Mexico as a possi- 
ble port site. There is no general 
knowledge of good natural harbors 
along the portion of the gulf to the 
north, but probably there would be 
little difficulty in constructing harbor 
facilities either along Bahia Adair, 
which would mark the southern boun- 
dary of the addition, or northward to- 
ward the head of the gulf. The larger 
sand dunes are 20 miles from the shore 
near the gulf head and an equal dis- 
tance from the Colorado river. The 
most feasible railroad route probably 
would be from the neighborhood of 
Yuma, extending roughly parallel to 
the river, 

Paradise for Fishermen. 

The placing of a portion of the Gulf 
of California under the jurisdiction of 
the United States would open up an- 
other fishermen’s paradise. Even now 
a few super-adventurous Americans 
venture to this unknown region on 
hunting and fishing trips, but in an 
alien land where only the law of the 
frontier prevails, it is a scemewhat 
risky procedure. There is a multitudi- 
nous variety of fish in the gulf’s wa- 
ters—a sufticient supply to justify the 
erection of huge canneries. Today 
they are serving as food for innumer- 
able pelicans and other fish-eating 
birds. The natives and Mexicans of 
the region are without skill and the 
facilities for catching them, They us- 
ually “still-fish” at great depths for the 
jewtish and tortuava and kill their 
catches by pounding them on the head 
when they get them to the surface. 

At present Guaymas, about half way 
down the gulf, is the farthest north 
port of any consequence. Under the 
strong, centralized, though somewhat 


despotic regime of Diaz, Guaymas was 


a bustling port of consequence; but

LUBRICATION |S 
MOST ESSENTIAL 


Automobile Depends 
Greatly on Frequent Oiling 
During Summer Months. 


During the summer months, when 
the motor car is being used so ex- 
tensively, owners cannot place too 
much emphasis on the necessity of 
eareful and regular lubrication. At 
this time of the year the car is seeing 
more service than in any other season, 
and the life of the car depends upon 





the special attention that it receives. 
Theory of Lubrication. 

The theory of lubrication is to pre- 
vent any two pieces of metals, that 
are working one against the other, 
from touching. This can be done by 
having a film of oil between these 
two metals. And on this film rests 
future satisfaction of the bearings, 
cylinders, pistons and rings. 

Oil should be drained from 
motor crankease and replaced with 
fresh ofl at stated intervals. While 
the motor is new the oil should be 
drained and the crankcase flushed 
with kerosene, and new fresh oil put 
in, at the end of every 500 miles for 
the first 1,500 or 2,000 miles. After 
that it should be changed at the end 
of every 1,000 miles.

LOOSE WHEEL CAUSE 
OF PECULIAR NOISE 


Cars With Semi-Floating Rear 
Axles Give Queer Creaking 
Sound When Starting Off. 


“Ever notice how some of these 
cars with semi-floating rear axles give 
a peculiar creaking sound when they 
start off?” asks a Louisville repair- 
man. “The noise seems to come from 
one of the rear wheels and sounds 
like somethipg in need of grease. 
When I spoke to one party about the 
noise his left hind wheel made each 
time he let in the clutch he explained 
that the trouble wes due to the left 
brake band. He said it needed clean- 
ing and readjusting. I asked him 
where he got the fool idea, knowing 
well that some service station me- 
chanic who used to wash cars before 
he decided there was more money in 
pretending to be a mechanic gave him 
this line of talk. 

“Well, there’s nothing wrong with 
the brake bands on these cars and 
never was. It’s simply a loose wheel 
on the axle. A lot of drivers don’t 
believe this when I tell ‘em because 
they unscrew the hub cap, take out 
the cotter pin and find that the nut 
on the axle seems tight enough. But 
that’s just the point. The nut is 
tight to furnish plenty of pressure 
between the wheel and the axle, but 
not tight enough to keep the wheel 
rigidly attached to the axle. The 
shaft turns slightly in the wheel hub 
when the clutch is let in, making the 
same sort of noise you would get by 








screwing a tapered glass stopper into 
the neck of a vinegar cruet.” §,

I. Isaiah’s Vision of the Lord (vv. 
1-4). 

No one’s ministry will ever be fruit- 
ful until he has had a vision of Jeho- 
vah. The scope of his tasks and the 
power to perform services will be lack- 
ing until he sees God, 

1. He Saw the Lord on His Throne 
(v. 1). The prophet’s gaze penetrated 
to the very throne of the eternal. We 


heed not so much know things con- | 


cerning God as to have a vision of 
Him, even to see Him on His throne. 
Surely now, as perhaps never before, 
with the awful darkness settling down 
upon the world and the foundations of 
culture and civilization, institutions 
and governments are tottering, we 
need a vision of the enthroned Lord. 
2. He Saw the Seraphim Above. (vv. 
2, 3). Whatever form or rank these 


things have, they cleariy are ministers 


of the Most High. Their standing in- 
dicates that they were in readiness to 
do His bidding. Their equipment with 
six wings shows the celerity with which 
they executed His will. In the Divine 
presence they find different uses for 
wings. One pair was needed to veil the 
seraph’s head from the “intolerable ef- 
fulgence” of the glory. One pair veiled 
the feet, which had been soiled in the 
execution of the commission. The third 
pair was suspended in midair while 
waiting to depart on any errand which 
the Lord willed. All ceaselessly cried, 
“Holy, holy, holy.” The supreme at- 
tribute of Jehovah is holiness. It is 
for this that His creatures worship and 
adore Him. The treble repetition 
doubtless refers to the triune God. 
Holy is the One who @reated us, holy 
is the One who redeemed us and holy 
is the One who sanctifies and keeps 
us. From the position of God’s throne 
they see the whole earth filled with 
His glory. 

3. He Saw Manifestations of Majes- 
ty (v. 4). As the holy ones cried the 
very door posts moved and the temple 
was filled with smoke. Smoke indi- 
cates the Divine presence in anger 
(Ex. 19:8; 29:18). This indicated that 
the selfishness, idolatry and ingrati- 
tude of Israel provoked God’s anger. 

11. Isalah’s Conviction of Sin (v. 6). 

When the grophet got a vision of 
the holy God( he was smitten with a 
sense of sin. his is always true, The 
reason that men think well of them- 
selves is that they have never seen 
God. Face to face with the Lord, 
Isaiah saw himself as wholly vile. He 
realized that he had sinned in speech 
and, if in speech, then in heart, there- 
fore the cry of despair. He was not 
only guilty himself, but was living in 
the midst of an unclean people. 

lil. Isalah Cleansed From Sin (vv. 
8, 7). 

Having been convicted of sin and 
having made confession of it, a burn- 
ing coal was taken from the altar to 
purge away his sin. His penitential 
guilt was forgiven and removed, Those 
unclean lips were refined by fire and, 
with pure speech, 
holy thoughts of God. Only fire from 
30d’s altar can purge us from our sins, 

IV. Isaiah’s Call. 

God did not call the prophet until 
after he was cleansed. The purged 
soul is the soul ready for the Lord’s 
service. Indeed, the unconvicted, un- 
forgiven and uncleansed soul cannot 
even hear the Divine call for service. 

V. Isaiah’s Dedication (v. 8). 

Following the cleansing from sin 


| there was the quick response for serv- 


ice. The one purged and sanctified 
and made meet for the Master’s use 
readily responds to the call of Ged. 
They did not inquire as to the issue, 
did not desire to see the end from the 


| beginning, but with freedom came for- 


ward to serve, 

Vi. Isaiah’s Commission (vv. 9-13) 

The previous outlook was not prom- 
ising. He shrank back from the re- 
sponsibility and Instantly eried, “How 
long, Lord?” The people were steeped 
in selfishness and the Lord assured 
him that thelr blindness and _ sin, 
though long, would not continue for- 
The people would go on in sin, 
to be taken captive and the land be 
made desolate. _

We won our in- 
dependence by fighting for it. We are not a war- 
like nation, but we are a fighting nation. There 
is no fighting man like the American fighting man, 
The Star Spangled Banner has never been lowered 
in defeat.

This does not necessarily mean 
that the scale is greater in the 
county this year than last, but many 
of the growers sprayed their groves 
last year and will fumigate this year.
